DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks on pages, filed on December 18, 2008, with 
respect to claims 1-20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) 
rejection of claims 1-20 has been withdrawn.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 4 and 9 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for examination of nonuniformity defects in a 
photomask pattern for manufacturing an image device, the method comprising 
photodetecting the diffraction light to produce a photodetection data; and wherein the 
light comprises a monochromatic laser light having a wavelength of 500 to 570 nm as 
clearly shown, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 
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And as to claim 4, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a device for examination of nonuniformity defects in a 
photomask pattern of patterns for manufacturing an image device, the photomask 
pattern including a repetitive pattern having a plurality of unit patterns arranged 
according to a regularity, the device comprising a light source for emitting 
monochromatic laser light having a wavelength of 500 to 570 nm to the plurality of unit 
patterns to generate diffraction light at an edge portion of the repetitive pattern; to a 
photodetector for photodetecting the diffraction light to produce a photodetection data 
transmitted so that-that the nonuniformity defects, which occur in the plurality of unit 
patterns according to another regularity, are determined by identifying a disarrangement 
in the regularity of the photodetection data as clearly shown, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the claim.
